2. The present application does not meet the -^-^'^^ f/^^^^^/^^ ^^^^^ 
subject-matter of clalml is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. Document Ui 
discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

a user profiling system (see col. 4. lines 9-1 7) comprising: 

a user input device configured to enable a user to input command/control selection 
(see col. 7, lines 23-30); 

a processor operatively coupled to the user input device and configured to receive 
the user command/control selections (see col. 7, lines 31-39). 

wherein the processor is configured to identify volume related <=om"^and/control 
Telections and to utilise identified volume related command/contr^^^ selections as 
an input into a user profile (see col. 8, lines 8-17, and col. 13. hnes 21-29). 

The same reasoning applies, mutatis mutandis, to the subject-matter of the 
LrUonding r^^^^^^^^^^ 7 and 8 which are therefore also considered not new 

(Article 33(2) PCT). 

4. Dependent claims 2-6, 9 and 1 0 do not contain any features which, in combination with 
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the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of PCT Articles 
33(2) and 33(3) in respect of novelty and/or inventive step (see documents D1 and D2 
and the corresponding passages cited in the search report). 
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
